Acts passed 
at the reccent 'suasion of Congress declare 
that the people of Porto Rico and the 
Philippine* were citizen* of those inlands, 
respectively, and as such entitled to the 
protection of the United State*. Although 
it is claimed on all hands that the people 
of those island* owe allegiance to the 
United States, this circular letter of tbe 
Treasury treats them as aliens and taxes 
them as such. In the matter of the issu- 
ance of passports the islanders are treated 
the same as citreens of the United States, 
tho 
Revised 
Statutes 
having 
been 


amended at the last session of Congress at 
the instance of the State Department for 
that specific purpose. It is the under- 
standing that the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration recommended the issuance of tbe 
Treasury order to prevent the entrance of 
Chinese persons from the islands into this 
country. That would seem to be unneces- 
sary, inasmuch as the Exclusion act for- 
bids the entrance of Chinese persons from 
pny part of the world. 


The Treasury order will furnish oppor- 


tunity to have this disputed paint decided 
in the courts.

That the South is gradually building up

$200,000,000, in 1900 the condition was re- 
versed and the value of Southern menu 
faotured products exceeded those of agri- 
culture by $190,000,000. Both tbe manu- 
facturers and the farmers of the South are 
seeing the advantages of protection for 
the developmement of manufacturing in- 
dustries, creating quick, steady and re- 
munerative markets for the diversified 
products of agriculture and giving to tbe 
farmers of that section advantages which 
they have never before possessed. 


In view of the well-known fact that the 


trusts of free-trade England are more 
comprehensive, more extensive, and much 
older fend more general than those of the 
United States, the assertions of the Demo- 
crats that the reduction or -abolition of 
the tariff will kill trusts, is hardly to be 
considered good reasoning. The avei 
Democrat is more or less Insane ovi 
tariff question. In spite oi -tits' plain 
teachings of history which, in every in- 


,».;a, show Depression and disaster to the 


country whenever low-tariff schedules have 
been inforcod, and in spite of the very 
vivid picture of only six years ago under 
the Wilson low-tariff law, the Democracy 
ii ready and anxious ai ever to foist a 
free trade law upon the country.
